On reviewing the items, it appeared that, out of the 
sum above stated, 25,000/. had been expended on the works at Aber- 
carne ; and 4000/. on the wharfs and buildings at Newport—leaving the 
total outlay on the works at Victoria, including expenses attending the 
formation of the company, about 140,000/., up to the date mentioned. 
On referring to the establishment itself, it must be satisfactory to the 
shareholders to know the great progress which has been made since the 
laying the foundation of these works, not more than two years and a half 
| since. There is now a regular and well-built town, containing 220 houses, 
| besides those for the residence of the directors, managers of the works, 
engineers, and other offices belonging to the company, with a population 
of more than 2000 in work. Three blast furnaces are completed, and a 
fourth will be ready in February next; besides levels and pits, with requi- 
site machinery, sufficient fur the supply of coals and minerals to keep in 
full operation the four furnaces ; together with refineries, puddling fur- 
naces, and a powerful rolling-mill for the manufacture of bar and railway 
iron, to the amount of 200 tons weekly. A large range of buildings for 
workshops, storehouses, aud foundry, with the requisite machinery, have 
also been built, and are occupied by the workmen. The excavation for 
four more blast furnaces has been already completed, and estimates made 
by Mr. Bevan, and laid before the directors, for their erection at Victoria, 
as originally proposed. The expense of this additional work will amount 
to 30,000/., including the engines and other necessary erections, which 
will complete an establishment (according to its extent) not to be sur- 
passed by any similar work in the kingdom. At Abercarne the works 
are progressing satisfactorily ; and the outlay of 25,000/. on that part of 
the company’s property, has prepared the site for building four blast far- 
naces. Pits have been sunk, engines e , and a considerable coal 
work is in active operation. Other pits are being proceeded with to reach 
the veins of minerals and coals to supply these furnaces. The estimates 
for four furnaces, according to the calculations of the principal engineer, 
amount to 46,000/., which will include a powerful rolling-mill, with its 
y appendages, and four or even six additional furnaces can be 
erected for a similar sum. From a review of the entire report, it is evi- 
dent that the works proposed to be erected by the company at Victoria, 
Abercarne, and Newport, will be completed at an outlay of about 
270,000/.; a sum within the proposed capital of the company—viz., 
300,000/. It must, therefore, be satisfactory to the shareholders to be 
informed from positive facts, and the testimony of persons most compe- 
tent to give an opinion, that the prospects of the company, though they 
have been retarded from various causes, are in po way diminished ; and 
that time, capital, and labour, are only wanted to complete all that was 
contemplated by the shareholders at the formation of the company, and 
within the estimates of the expenditure originally given.

In consequence of this peremptory intimation, it was, at the 
meeting of the 11th September, resolved to endeavour to raise 164,000/., by 
meaus of 1640 preference shares, at 100/. each, in the first place from amoog 
the present proprietary, and failing that, in the next place from the public. 
Mr. CLEGRAM (the company’s clerk) reported that the list of subscrip- 
tions to the preference shares had amounted to only 21,500/. He also read 
a letter from the Excheq Loan C issioners, stating, that the board 
had neither sanctioned, nor had they authority to sanction, a reduction of 
the interest to 3 per cent., as relied upon by the company. 
The CHatmMan said, it was very evident, from the smalloess of the 
amount subscribed, that there was not the smallest chance of raising the 
164,000/, in the way proposed at the last meeting ; and it remained for the 
meeting to say whether they would go to the public with some other scheme.

cumstances which had led to the formation of the company of proprietors of 
the Great Level ofthe Wash. He declared, on the part of the company, that 
it was not their intention to invade the property or meddle with the vested 
rights of any individual; and whilst they to confer on those four 
great rivers, the Ouse, the Nene, the Welland, and the Witham incalculable 
advantages, they would impose no toll whatever upon their navigation, and 
whilst they would give an immensely improved outfall to the drainage of 
Great ford Level, it was not intended to put any tax upon the lands. The 
object of the company, in meeting the public that day was that they might 
adjust the claims of all parties and make every man satisfied. With regard 
to the feasibility and ultimate success of the scheme, he believed that it was 
one of the most practicable that had ever been proposed. It was a proposi- 
tion that would give opportunity for the improvement, by drainage, of a 
1,000,000 acres of land, and would improve the navigation of the ts of 
Lynn, Boston, Wisbeach, and Spalding, by increasing the depth of water 
from five to ten feet. He thought that, under these circumstances,-and with 
the view of general improvement, this plan was one, beyond all others, enti- 
tledto the approbation of the country; it was a project that, whilst it im- 
proved the navigation, improved the drainage of so many acres of land, and 
gave protection from the sea, would bring into cultivation a tract of land of 
no less than 150,000 acres, which, on the most moderate calculation, would 
grow corn more than equal to the average importation of the last eleven or 
twelve years from foreign countries; and when they bore in mind the in- 
creasing population of the country, and the late demands that had been made 
in the manufacturing districts for the alteration of the corn jaws, he must say 
that it was a consideration well worthy the attention ofall gentlemen in- 
terested in egricultural pursuits, that a scheme should be carried out that 
promised such great advantages. And at the same time that it would add so 
much to the growth of corn in this country, let them consider the immense 
population to which thisimprovement would give continual occupation. Ac- 
cording to the scheme of Sir John Rennie, it was proposed to take twelve or 
fifteen years for the completion of this improvement ; so that 2000 labourers, 
at the least, would be constantly employed during the whole course of these 
fifteen years. This, in the present state of things, was no mean considera- 
tion. But—again, unlike a railroad, which, whea completed, ceased to give 
employment to those who had been occupied in its formation—when the work 
was once completed, there would be in the land so recovered from the sea be 
provided a permanent habitation and permanent employment for far more 
than those who would be engaged in the formation of the banks that were 
necessary to take this great tract of land from the sea. 

Sir Joun RENNtx went into a variety of details showing the practicability 
and advantages of the plan.

called in question in a long and elaborate letter, addressed to our 
contemporary, the Railway Times. Under these circumstances, 
even we might very probably have allowed the effusion of the sa- 
pient “ Galielmus” to pass unnoticed, had he not gone con- 
siderably out of his way to remark upon the “ superficial views” 
which, as he asserts, are “ too often” promulgated by “ editors 
of newspapers.” The inference intended to be drawn is, no doubt, 
the depth and cogency of the reasoning which “ Gulielmus” 
himself employs. ‘This we shall now proceed briefly to examine 
with reference to the facts of the case, as stated at the meeting in 
question, and neither controverted then, nor, so far as we are 
aware of, since. They are, indeed, of such a nature as to render 
misrepresentation in the highest degree improbable, or, if at- 
tempted, capable of immediate detection. 

As regards the financial position of the company, of course the 
most material point for attention, ‘“‘ Gulielmus” makes the fol- 
lowing assertion :—‘“ The company was perfectly solvent—of this 
we have the strongest evidence which the case can admit of—the 
fact of their having paid their calls, as stated at the meeting. Here, 
then, is the most convincing evidence which can be demanded of 
the solvency of the company, and that the line, therefore, has been 
sacriticed without necessity.” 

Against this bold assertion we have to place the statement of the 
company’s affairs, as given by Mr. Warpe cu, the deputy-chair- 
man, at the late meeting; and, judging from the present aspect of 
commercial affairs, and the unprecedented scarcity of money which 
has since prevailed, we do not see much probability that, within 
the last few weeks, they can have materially altered for the better. 
Mr. Warpe t describes the great exertions made by the direc- 
tors to insure the payment of arrears on the calls—repeated appli- 
cations—law proceedings against some, and two circulars to the 
shareholders, describing the emergency of the situation in which 
the company was placed. With reference to the first, he proceeds 
— At the time this letter was written there was 10,000/ due on 
the fifth call only, and the application produced within the follow- 
ing fifteen days 1090/1.” With reference to the second, he states 
—* This application produced within the following ten days about 
20001. ; the total receipts for the space of a month being about 
3000/1. out of upwards of 30,000/. due, and when the disburse- 
ments of the company were proceeding at the rate of 10,000/. to 
15,0001. in the same space of time.” ‘To complete the climax of 
adversity, we must, however, add another fact, which transpired at 
the meeting, that the sum of 20,000/. was at the time due to the 
bankers, for which, of course, the directors were personally liable. 
Yet, in the face of these glaring facts, the sapient censor of the 
press, whose remarks we have quoted, ventures to deny that the 
affairs of the company were desperate, and even maintains it “ was 
perfectly sulvent.” What kind of solvency that must be which is 
compatible with the payment of two shillings in the pound upon a 
heavy arrear of calls, after every exertion had been made to ob- 
tain payment—the carrying on of a monthly expenditure, amount- 
ing to four times the monthly returns, and the existence of a debt 
of 20,000/. at the bankers—it certainly passes our understanding 
to comprehend. By instituting legal proceedings against some of 
the more wealthy shareholders, we have no doubt that the whole 
sum might have been obtained; but it is idle to talk of any real 
practical solvency, which, as a company, could warrant the con- 
tinuation of the undertaking as it then stood. 

It is still more idle to attempt to explain away the fact of the 
continued non-payments of calls, as mere “ neglect on the part of 
the shareholders, arising less from inability than unwillingness to 
pay,” or to talk of the “ directors being exposed to pecuniary in- 
convenience, in consequence of the shareholders consulting their 
own convenience, and postponing the payment of their calls.” On 
the contrary, it is plain that every exertion had been made to ob- 
tain payment of the calls—that every means, not excepting those 
last and most unpleasant ones, the institution of law proceedings, 
had been resorted to, but in vain. To those who are acquainted 
with the terrible depression which has existed in commercial affairs 
within the last few months, the cause of these unpaid arrears will 
be evident enough ; to those who are not, the explanation would 
be thrown away.

A more 
proper person they could scarcely nominate, for he is perfectly acquainted 
with the right bank of the Rhine, as he proved by a work he published on 
the military topography of the Black Forest. 

The subject would not be completed if we were not also to adda few 
words on the enterprises projected, with a view of facilitating the com- 
munication between one bank to the other. A fly-bridge will be esta. 
blished at Huningen, near Basle, and another at Brysach. Between Strae- 
burg and Kebl there exists already a bridge of boats, which forms on this 
side the great road of communication between France and Germany. The 
establishment of a fly-bridge at Lauterbourg has been bighly recommended 
to government by the general council of the department of the Lower 
Rhine. If the government gives its sanction, as there is no doubt it will, 
France will have four roads of communication on the Rhine with Germany. 
A similar impulse seems to be followed in Rheinish Bavaria, and that 
portion of the grand dukedom of Baden which lies opposite to it. The 
governments of Baden and Bavaria have come to an understanding with 
respect to the establishment of a bridge of boats a little below Carlsruh, 
at Kuielingen. The letters from Paris to the North of Germany, which 
now pass through Strasburg, would then pass by Metz and Rhenish Ba- 
varia, and go directly to Carisruh by the bri of Knielingen. This 
would make an economy of twelve hours in the relations of Paris with 
Germany.

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MANUFACTURE OF IRON. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin,—lIn your paper of Saturday last, I observe that « patent has been 
takeu out by Mr. J. M. Heath, for certain improvements in the manufac. 
ture of pig-iron, bar-iron, and steel. Being a constant reader of your 
highly interesting Journal, allow me to state, that | have much pleasure in 
perusing the many papers which appear in it from time to time, on this im- 
portant branch of our national manufactures. The first, second, and fourth 
operations narrated in Mr. Heath's patent may be original, but with re- 
gard tothe third process, viz., ‘‘ the use of the oxide of manganese, 
without any misture of any other substance in the procees of converting 
cast-iron into malleable, by the process of puddiing,”’ I take the liberty 
of stating, through your columns, that this is no new idea, manganese 
having been used in these works, under my directions and observation, 
four years and a half ago—the first trial having been made, in the very 
way the patent — on the 10th April, 1835. We have since re- 
peated the operation, and still continue to do so occasionally, whea ma- 
nufacturing bar-iron for certain purposes, and from particular ores. 
I may at some other time trouble you with an opinion or two on the 
advantages to be obtained by the addition of this mineral, for it has been 
used here not only in the puddling process, but in the blast furnace, and 
also in the running-out fires. At first we were in the habit of using 
Welsh manganere ; latterly, we have imported the sesquioxide direct from 
the Swedish mines, in the neighbourhood of Jonkaping—so much for 
priority in the use of manganese. Your insertion of the above will much
